To the Honorable the Speaker, and the members of the House of 
Representatives of the State of Mississippi. 


In conformity with the provisions of the statate of this 
^ State, organising the Treasury Department, and prescrib- 
ing the duties of its incumbent, I have the honor to submit 
to the Legislature the following report, showing the re- 
ceipts and disbursements of the public monies, during the 
last year. | 

From the table hereunto subjoined, exhibiting in detail 
the whole operations of the department, it will appear, that 
there are two periods embraced within it; one extending 
from the 4th of January last, the date of my last report, to 
the 29th of February, the close of the fiscal year; and the 
other, extending, from the first day of March, 1835, to the 
diate of this report. 3 i l 

It is deemed unnecessary to particularise the fiscal opera- 
tions, farther than to state, that from the 4th day of Janua- 
zy, 1836, to the 23th day of February of the same year,

the receipts into the Treasury amounted to the sum of . 
$11,469 704; which being added to the balance on hand - 
at the date of the last repai 587407 801) leaves to be ac- 
counted for. the sum of $93,627 594, which is dons in the 
following manner: the disbursements, during the same peri- 
od, under the various heads, amquated io the sum of 
$55,868 532, which being deducted, leaves the sum of 
$42,758 974, to be carried to the credit of the State, on the 
lst day of March, 1835, the commencement of the fiscal - 
‘year. Thatsince-this last mentioned period, there has been 
received at the Treasury up to this fime, the sum of four - 
hundred and one thousand two hundred ang seventy-five dol- 
lars ninety-seven cents, which being added to the balance ` 
on hand leaves to be accounted for the sum of $141,024 047: 
which-is done in. the following manner: the disbarsements 
during the period, have amounted to the sum of $305,513 6-4, 
leaving at this time in the Treasury of the State, the sum 
of one hundred and thirty-eight thousand five hundred and 
twenty one dollars and thirty cents. From this exhibition, 
it will be seen, that the operations of this department, have, 
for the last, exceeded those of any previous year, This 
has resulted, not only, from the rapidly increasing business 
of the State, but also from the fact, that the three per cent, 
fund, to which the State was entitled on the first day of 
July Jast, has been here received and disbursed, or yet re- 
mains on hand. The balance in the Treasury appears 
large, but nearly the whole of this surplus consists of the 
unclajmed portions of the three per cent. fund, to which 
many of the counties are yet entitled. l 
Ofthe $327,978 34 paid into the Treasury, on this fund, 
the sum of $198,059 S1 has been paid out, which leaves it 
creditor to the amount of $129,918 53. I have thought it 
- my duty to point out this fact particularly to your view, not 
from any distrust ofthe ability of the Treasury to meet the 
demands that may be made upon it, in the ordinary course 
of the public business, but in order to suggest to your hon- 
orable body the necessity of furnishing the ways and means - 
that may be required to meet, not only the appropriations 
already made, but those which you may be disposed to make 
during your present session. AKhough the revenue of ihe 
‘State is annually and rapidly augmenting, yet it is believed 
that its expenditures increase in rather a more rapid pro- ` 
portion, There have been already considerable sums ap- 
propriated for the public buildings, and it is expected that, 
-yet further sums will be required. Ido not believe that 
the ordinary revenue of the State is adequate to its inevitable

and gadign asabe expenciteras; and, also, fo meet the large 
appropriations which will be reecssare to com pleteihepublic 
buillgs. it's cerlalndg a matipr of felicitation, however, 
what the resources of the State dre amply adequate ta mest 
ail jis necessary wants, w:t3out a resort £o durtuer taxation. 
H the ordinary reveawc should not he equal io the antie’ 
sipated demands upon the Treasury, its coffers ean be easily 
supplied without further taxation; some ef the modes of 
which i will take the liberty to suggest.

The mode now in force ap- 
ears to me io be, not only arbitrary, but wholly unequai— 
geugraphicul, ox merely arbifrary classification of lands, 
n never be regarded as a fair standard by which to 
asceriain their value. A very poor and sterile tract of land 
may be adjoining a very rich and valuable one ; aud to 
subject both te thesame standard of taxation would be wrong : 
an ed zalsrex fur, upon land, strikes me as the most equitable 
and justsbul this tax shouldnotbe high; let each man pay in 
proportion to the valse ef bis lands. If the owner contro- 
vert the assessment of the officer, let a referance be had to 
others by whom it can be ascertained, and let them fix 
the value, and the owner pay accordingly. Most of the 
lands in the State will soon be subject to taxation: and it 
seems to me, that some uniform and equal mode of valuation, 
should be made to supercede the present one; which if 
suitable to the time of ifs adoption, does nol appear so now.

regrets that he is unable to present to the Legislature a 
: larger amount in the Treasury. The large appropriations 
made at the last session of the Legislature, the increase of 
the salary of the officers of the State, together with the 
defalcation of many of the Tax Collectors, has caused the 
Treasury to be at so low an ebb. [have taken measures 
to coerce as speedily as possible the payment of the seve- 
ral sums due by those in default to the State, which sums,. 
together with the large amount which will be received on 


account of the State tax during the months of March and. . $ 


April next, will place the Treasury in an attitude to meet 


the ordinary expenses of the State. Should the Legisla- ` 


ture deem it advisable te make any large appropriations 
during the present session, I would recommend that the 
Treasurer or Auditor, or both, be authorized to borrow 
from the Sinking Fund or Planters’ Bank an amount ne- 
cessary to meet such appropriations. In obedience to an 
act distributing the three per cent Fund among the several 
counties, I sold the stock of said Fund at.a high premium, 
and have placed the amount in the Treasury. In pursu- 
ance of an act making it my duty to examine the Planters’ 
Bank every year, Í examined the Bank last month, and 
have the satisfaction to report to the Legislature that the 
result of my examination afforded the most clear and satis- 
factory evidence that the Bank is managed in a proper ' 
manner. The Bank declares annually a dividend of ten 
per cent on her stock. The General-Government will, du- 
ring the present year, be ready to pay to the authorized 
agent of the State the amount of the surplus revenue 
which the State of Mississippi may be entitled to receive, 
agreeably to the act passed at the last session of Congress, 
authorizing the distribution of said Fund among the seve- 
ral States. Should the Legislature. determine, by enact- 
ment to receive said Fund, I would recommend its imme-- 
diate investment in stock. of. the Planters’ Bank of the-

"Mnd dividends declared on the Stock of that Fund during 
the last year, I have taken two hundred and seventy-two 
shares of stock, which with the former shares taken, makes 
te number of shares of Stock of said Fund, which. have 
been subscribed and paid for, seven hundred and twenty- 
ope. As it is probable that the future sessions of the Legis- 
lature may extend up to, gg beyond the last day of February, . 
at least once in two years and as that day is made by law 
the close of the fiscal year, I would respectfully suggest, 
to your Honorable body the propriety of changing the com- 
mencement of the fiscal year to a different period of time, 
say to the first day of April or May. This change would 
not only relieve the public officers from the confusion and 
embarrassment of atlending to the business usually devolv- 
ing upon the close of a session of the Legislature and the 
duty also of making out a report for the Governor at that 
time, but also give to the different Tax Collectors more time 
to make their returns, a failure to do which in due time, 
they frequently plead as an excuse tlie difliculties incident 
to travelling at that season. If this change takes place, or 
if it do not, I would urge upon your Honorable body the 
absolute necessity of increasing tbe penalties imposed upon 
defaulting Tax Collectors. As the law now stands, the 
withholding of the publie moneys may be actually a source 
of profit to those whose duty it is to pay them over, but if : 
the penalty be increased, official promptness will be secured. _

STATEMENT D. 


Annual Report for 1836, of the President and Directors, of the 
Gainsville and Narkeeta Rail Road Company, to the Auditor 
of Publie Accounts of the State of Mississippi. | 


Sm: Inobedience to an act of the Legislature of Mis- 
sissippi, approved the 27th February, 1836, entitled * An 
act to autborise the Gainsville and Narkeeta Rail Road 
Company, incorporated by an act of the State of Alabama. 
approved the 8th day of January, 1856, to extend said Rail 
Road from the. State line, to Narkeeta in the County of 
Kemper in this State," the President and Directors of said 
Company, have the honor herewith to submit their first 
annual report “for the inspection of the Legislature of 
Mississippi," showing the operations of said company up to 
the I5ih of Dec. 1826. i 

For the purpose of ascertaining tne practicability of the 
proposed Rail Road, the services of Captain D. H. Bing- 
ham, a Civil Engineer of high distinction, were in the month 
of January last precured to make a reconnoisance of the 
country between Gainsville and Narkeeta, by the instru- 
mentality and upon the responsibility of the late Moses 
Lewis, dec’d, a talented and public spirited gentleman, with 
whom this scheme first originated, but who was removed by 
death in the month of October last ; the unhappy circum- 
stance occasioninz no little anxiety with the friends of this 
improvement. ‘The service however was prompily per- 
formed, and a highly favorable report submitted. But no 
further step was at that time taken by the Commissioners 
appointed by the Act of Incerporation, they conceiving it 
proper to suspend the opening of books for the subscription 
of stock, until authentic information should have been re- 
ceived of the passage of the Act of the Legislature of Mis- 
sissippi, granting to the company the rights and privileges 
sought from that State. This information was received in 
the month of April following, but the period was then too 
late to admit of the pre-requisite notice, and the opening 
and closing of books in time for the election of President 
and Directors, “on the first Monday in May 1836,” as pro- 
vided by the charter ; and, consequently there could be uo 
organization of the company, until the first Monday in May 
1837, without an act of the Legislature of Alabama amend- 
ing the charter in this particular. 

Thus circumstanced, the oes determined to 
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give a longer notice of the time and place of opening booke; 
than was required by the charter. Accordingly such 
notices were given, and on the fourth day of July, books 
were opened in the Towns of Gainsville and Clinton in the 


. State of Alabama, and at the Post Office of Narkeeta in 


the State of Mississippi, for the subscription of the capital 
stock of the Company, in which the Commissioners found 
upon their examination made on the 30th November last, 
that the aggregate number of 1816 shares had been sub- 
scribed, under the charter, without any condition. Of this 
number, five hundred and thirty had been taken by citizens 
of the State of Mississippi,—and that the whole number of 
stockholders whose names appeared, was 184, of whom 
9} are citizens of the State of Mississippi, and 93 are 
citizens of -Alabama. 

From the great interest, zeal, and public spirit, manifest- 
ed by the citizens of both States in the progress of this im. 
provement, individual stockholders in the month of August, 
felt themselves warranted in anticipating the time of the 
organization of the company, (which it was confidently 
believed would occur in the month of November, under au- 
thority of an Act of the Legislature of Alabama, whieh it 
was expected would be passed early in that month,) and 
upon their individual responsibility, procured the services 
of Capt. Bingham, to examine and survey a route for the 
Rail-road, and execute the necessary plans and estimate 
for the work. ' 

This labor was promptly- done.—' The experimental line 
of survey having been commenced at Gainsville, was run 
over the most favorable and open ground for this purpose ; . 
passing the Post Office of Narkeeta, and terminating at the 
Eastern point of the beautiful sandy land ridge, upon which: 
the first portion of the Town of Narkeeta was sold, on the 


-18th of November last. The Engineers Report of this 


servite is appended, marked (A.) 

On the presentation of this report, the Engineer was in- 
structed by the same individuals, to give public notice in a 
leading newspaper in each of the cities of Tuscaloosa, 
Mobile, Cincinnati, Washington, Boston, Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia and New-York, of the intention of the company to 


- put the first ten miles of their Road under contract, on the 


Sth day of December 1836; and to invite proposals from 
contractors for that purpose. He was at the same time in- 
structed, to locate the first ten miles of the road agreeably 
to the plan, predicated upon the experimental survey—2H 
ef which was promptly done. 
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At the meeting of the Legislature of Alabama, which 
convened on the first Monday of November 1836, applica- 
' tion was made for the desired- amendments to the charter, 
and on the 23d day of that month, an Act which had been 
* previously passed by the two Houses of the Legislature, was 
duly approved by the Governor, granting to the com- 
pany all that was asked. (A certified copy of which is 
hereunto appended, marked B.) Previously to its passage 
however, and in anticipation thereof, the commissioners 
had issued a notice to the stockholders, and caused it to be 
industriously circulated among them, to meet at the tewr of 
Gainsville, (as provided by the charter) either in person 
or by proxy on the 30th day of November, for the parpose 
of electing the officers necessary to organize the company. 
On that day a very large majority (both in numher and 
in value,) of the stockholders, duly cast their votes and 
‘elected the proper officers. Of ihese officers, four Directors 
are citizens of the State of Mississippi ; two others reside 
near the line of the Rail-road between Gaiusville and the 
State line, and the remaining six reside in the town of Gains- 
ville ; thus securing a quorum of the Board, convenient to 
the scene of active operations, for the next twelve months. 
At the same time each stockholder, (with the exception of 
one individual who declined to vote on this point) either in 
person or by proxy, expressly instructed the Board of Di- 
rectors then being elected, to use the proper means to en- 
sure the completion of the first ten miles of the Rail-road, 
within twelve months. ; 
On the next day the President and Directors were duly 
' swern, and promptly recognised and adopted the acts, which 
had been previously those of individuals only, as the acts of 
the Board. 

Finally, as to the operations of the company the Presi- 
dent and Directors have the pleasure to report, ihat on the 
Sth instant, they succeed in putting under contract the 
graduation of the first ten miles of the Rail-road, upon 
terms which they believe to be advantageous to the com- 
pany, and have since made arrangements to procure the 
iron and other materials for its superstructure; with the 
confident expectation that this portion of the road will be 
in readiness for use in the month of January 1838. 

With the view of more fully “showing. the situation of 
the company,” it will not be improper to advert very briefly 
to several facts and circumstances connected with its views 
and prospects, The great object of the company is to open 
a free and cheap communication between that fertile, eleva- 
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ted, and (mainly) sandy-land region of Mississippi, included 
in the counties of Kemper, Lauderdale and Newton, and in 
part of the counties of Leake, Winston and Noxubee—and 
the Tombigbee River. . 

This region of country is separated from this River by a 
belt of Prairie—Prairie natured and black land-—of more 
than twenty miles in width, which runs parallel with the 
river for many miles both above and below Gainsville. 
The obstacles to travel and transportation presented by it 
are enormous and can be effectaally overcome only by Rail 
Roads. The truth of this proposition is well established 
and the promptitude with which the citizens of Mississippi, 
who have to encounter these difficulties, have embarked in 
this scheme and the zeal and anxious interest which they 
have constantly evinced for its speedy and final completion, 
have shown most conclusively their convictions of its trath. 
This communication it is proposed to open through the 
Town of Gainsville, Alabama, and the now rising Town of 


Narkeeta, in Mississippi, by means of this Railroad. Gains- 


ville was settled about four years since and contains at present 
but little over seven hundred inhabitants. 

Under the influence of the trade from this portion of 
Mississippi, it has for the last three years increased in im- 
portance, in a ratio puta with the settlement and 
the development of the resources of the region, which the 
construction of the Rail-road cannot fail greatly to accele- 
rate und increase. Tis location is upon an elevated and 
healthy Bluff on the west side of the 'Tombigbee river, 
which is navigable to this point for steam-boats from seven 
to eight months in the year, three-fourths of a mile below 
the mouth of Oaknoxubee, and abundanily supplied with 
water by numerous springs of the purest free-stone water. 

The zmount of merchandize, ascertained to have been 
sold here during the twelve months preceding the first day 
of December, 18367 exceeds the sum of two hundred and 
eighty-seven thousand dollars; of which sum it is estimated, 
that at least $105,000 was sold to citizens of Mississippi, 
inhabiting the region of country which this Rail-road is 
intended to accommodate; but this sum is but a small pro- 
portion of the whole amount of merchandise which they 
have received through the Tombecbee river, since a very 
considerable proportion has passed through McKee, James- 
town, Sumpterville, Paynesville, Livingston, and the numer- 
ous country stores; all of which will be taken from the 
Tombigbee at Gainsville, and carried through Narkeeta, on 
the completion of the Rail-road, at a very great saving im 
^ transportation. 
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Of the crop of cotton made in 1835, it has been ascer- - 
tained that over eleven thousand bales were shipped from 
Gainsville, and of this number it is estimated that near 
five thousand bales were brought from Mississippi. 

Of the crop of 1836, up to the 15th of December 3270 
bales have been received at Gainsville, against 1100 ata 
corresponding period of the last year; and it is estimated 
that of the whole crop of 1836, not less than 17000 bales 
will be shipped here ; of which Mississippi, it is estimated, 
will send nine thousand. 

Both Gainsville and" Narkeeta are situated upon the 
most direct route from Tuscaloosa, Alabama, to the City of 
Jackson in Mississippi; and the construction of the Rail-road 
wil remove the only obstacle to connecting these two 
capitals, by first rate common roads, coincident with the 
views of the State of Alabama, on this point, as indicated 
by the opening of a State Road from Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
to the State line in the direction of Jackson, under a special 
act of the Legislature of 1833; and at the same time the 
Rail-road will be a part of the roate, by which the great 
Eastern mail will reach Jackson by the way of Montgomery 
and Greensborough, Alabama. 

In passing from Gainsville to Narkeeta, the first fifteen 
miles and a quarter of tne Rail-road will be in the limits of 
Alabama, and the remaining seven miles in Mississippi. 
terminating at Narkeeta, which is situated on the west side 
of Sucarnatchee river, at a point nine miles south of aneast 
and west line drawn through Gainsville. 

The act of the Legislature of Alabama, before referred 
to, under which the company was organized, also provides 
for the construction of a branch Rail-road from some suit- 
able point on the line of Rail-road between Gainsville and 
Narkeeta, to the State line in the direction of the town of 
Macon, in the State of Mississippi; and also removes the 
disability, imposed upon the company by the original charter, , 
to receive a grant of banking powers from the State of 
Mississippi. 

The whole length of the contemplated branch Rail-read, 
will be about thirty-five miles, of which thirteen miles will 
be within the limits of the State of Alabama. ‘She char- 
acter of the country over which it will pass is in a high 
. degree favorable toits construction, and the public benefits 
that will result from it will be very great. : 

The company will therefore apply to the Legislature of 
Mississippi, for a grant of equal powers and privileges, in 
relation to this branch Rail-road, to those granted them by 
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that State for the construction of the Rail-road, from the 
State line to Narkeeta. At the same time the company 
will apply to the Legislature of Mississippi, for a grant of 
banking powers, to be exercised within the limits of that 
State; and will predicate this application upon the un- 
questionable fact, that a very large portion of the people 
of the eastern part of that State, have a deep and abiding 
inlerest in the speedy and entire completion of this scheme 
of internal improvement—an interest which ihe president 
and directors are persuaded will bo esteemed by the Legis- 
lature of Mississippi, of amply sufficient importance to de- 
serve the fostering care of the State; and upon the ex- 
pediency of supplying by this means the want of banking 
facilities so severely felt by the people of this portion of 
ihe Siate, which were made known to the Legislature ct 
Mississippi at its last session. 

The Gainsville and Narkeeta Railroad Company, was 
gotten up originally, for no other purpose than that of cou- 
structing the public improvement in which if is now en- 
gaged; the wanis of the country seeming imperiously to 
demand such a work. And the fact, that individual re: 
sources should bave done so much, in a period so short. 
under all the difficulties incident to such a work, in a country 
so new as this, aud in times when labour and materials aru 
so Gxorbitanily high, seem at least strongly to show, that 
there was a censiderable necessity for this work. And if 
this be true, a mere glance at the map, will of itself be 
sufficient to show, thai \fississippi must be inünitely more 
interested in this improvement, than Alebama can pos- 
sibly be. 

If then, that Siate is so much interested, will not her 
Legislature extend to this company, the same privileges 
which have been herctofore so often granted by it to other 
companies, engaged in ike improvements ; especially when 
it is.borne in mind, that the “quid pro quo” is in pact, al- 
ready rendered by the company ? 

With the aid of banking powers, this company will eon- 
fidently expec! to complete this entire scheme, in a period 
of three or four years at most, And with the privilege of 
extending this Railroad, from Narkeeta to Jackson in 
Mississippi, and authority to make a corresponding increase 
of the capital stock of the company for this purpose, they 
will underiake to do thus mach, within a suitable period 
for the completion of the contemplated continuous line of 
Rail-road communication, between Charleston, South Caro- 
lina, and the Mississippi river; of which line, the Vicks- 
burg Railroad will be a component part. (Upon which 
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subject, a communication of Captain Bingham is append- 
ed, marked C.)

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ENGINEERS REPORT ON THE SURVEYS 
To the President and Directors of the Gainsville and Narkeeta 


Raii-Road Company. 

GENTLEYVEN : 

In pursuance of your appointment to 
examine and survey a route for a Rail-read from Gains- 
ville ta Narkeeta, I have made the examination and sur- 
vey, and having completed the calculations and plans neces- 
sary.to enable me to arrive at an estimate of the probable 

.cost of your work, have now the honor io submit to you 
ihe following report, with the accompanying map and 
profile of the country, as the result of my labers in your 
service : 

Ín a former communication, made in the month of Janu- 
ary last, I communicated to you such views, asa very slight 
and cursory reconnoisance of the country enabled me to 
form, and I am happy to inform you, that upon a more mi- 
nute and critical examination of the country instrumentally 
made, they have been fully sustained by the very favorable 
character of the country wifich the entire route for your 
road presents. Indeed less difficulty in obtaining a route, 
both as it relates to the surface of the ground to be trav- 
ersed by the road, as well as to the character of the align- 
ment, has been found to exist, than was anticipated from 
the reconnoisance made in the winter. Commencing at 
Gainsville, the route may be located on a straight line, 
following a slue or ravine, that leads out to the ridge, that 


gh 
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lies between the Noxubee river and Factory creek, the 
length of which, is about three-fourths of a mile. Gain- 
ing this ridge, which has an elevation of only. 59. 54-100 
feet above the main street in Gainsville, the line will be 
straight for the distance of ten miles 4300 feet. "The sur- 
face of the ground is gently waving, and presents but one 
principal summit to be passed, which has an elevation of 
120.10-100 feet in the distance of five and a half miles 
from the river. At the termination of the straight line, 
near the head waters of Factory creek, the face of the 
country becomes considerably diversified by the sudden 
elevations of the ground, and is much broken for the dis- 
tance of one and a quarier miles. These hills, which ex- 
iend some distance to the right and left of the line, sur- 
rounded the head waters of Factory creek, Looksookooloo 
and Bodkers creek and will require frequent changes in 
the direction of the route as well as much heavy labour 
and expense, if graduation. Gaining the summit of these 
hills, which forms the dividing ridge between the waters of 
Looksookooloo and Bodker, and which presents an elevation 
of 163. 55-100 feet, bat one change in the direction of the 
route becomes necessary till it approaches the Mississippi 
line. The surface of the ground is remarkably even and 
regular; and will require but little labor or expense to 
adapt it to tae planes of the road. 

From the Mississippi line to Narkeeta, the charecter of 
the line is very direct, though the surface of the ground is 
considerably undulating. Gaining the valley of one of 
the tributary branches of Quilby, the route may be carried 
ona very even and gradually ascending surface to the sum- 
mit of the ridge between Sucarnachy and Quilby, by fol- 
lowing the meanders of this branch, which, although it 
might obviate to a considerable extent the heavy work on 
this portion of the route, would not it is believed diminish 
its cost, in consequence of the increased distance required 
to obtain a more even surface, than the one over which the 
present Jine passes. From the ridge intervening between 
the Sucarnachy River and Quilby, which has an elevation 
of 146.32-100 feet, the surface of the ground declines quite 
rapidly to the swamp of this River. The descent in half 
a mile is 45.67-100 feet to the swamp of Sucarnachv, 
which at this place is nearly three-fourths of a mile in 


. width, and will require the grades of the road to be eleva- 


ted from three to six feet in height, in consequence of its 
inundation in high water. 
Narkeeta is 22 miles and 540 feet from the River at 
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Gainsville, and has an elevation of 98. 16-100 feet above 
that place. The general character of the route is remark- 
ably direct, and the profile is highly favorable, with the 
exception of about a mile and a quarter about the head 
waters of Factory and Looksookooloo Creeks. "The curvi- 
tures in the line will be few and of a large radius; and the 
grades of an inclination adapted to the favorable use of 
locomotive power. Having given a description of the cha- 
racter of the route and of the country over which it passes, 
I proceed to detail the plan of construction, and subjoin 
; the estimated cost. The plan of construction proposed to 
: be used, consists of a graduated earth foundation prepared 
by excavation and embankment, on wbich is laid a wooden 
rail-way, covered with iron plate rails. The road bed io 
- be graded 12 feet wide, and in excavations, provided with 
. ditches for draining off the water, and also provided with 
culverts, where they shall become necessary for the passage 
of the water under the road. Inthe absence of rock, of 
which there is none on the route, the material that must be 
used for the construction of culverts is wood, and the plan 
' of their construction has been so contrived that they may 
be readily repaired upon decay. "The rail-way will consist 
of post oak sleepers and long leaf pine or cypress rails, 
covered with an iron plate rail two inches wide and three- 
fourths of an inch thick. There is but one principal bridge 
en the route; this is across Sucarnachy at Narkeeta, a plan 
of which is submitted. ° 
The estimated cost of the Road is as follows:

The foregoing estimate, contemplates a class of goad of 
the most permanent and substantial character, constructed 
of similar materials, and is conceived to be sufficiently am- 
ple to cover the entire cost of the work, with the excep- 
tion of a branch, that would become necessary, extending 
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from some point of the main line in the town of Gains- 
ville, to the steam mill. This branch will be about: 4,000 
feet in length, and will cost about five thousand dollars. 
Of the probable amount of revenue that will be derived 
from the transportation on the road, I have only to repeat 
the opinion expressed to you, in my report on the reconnoi- 
sance of the route, made in January last. This opinion, 
though it was predicated upon a very slight knowledge of 
the country, with such information as was then in my power 
to obtain, has since been corroborated by an actual exami- 
nation of the counties which this road will accommodate; 
and the examination has afforded the most gratifying proof 
of ihe correctness of the opinion then expressed, as well in 
relation to the capacity of the country to sustain the road, 
by the amount of agricultaral productions to be carried 
over it, as by the great probability of its becoming a link 
in that chain of Rail Road communication, which at no 
distant day, will connect the Mississippi with our Eastern — 
Cities, and thereby constitute ita portion of that great ` 
thorough-fare. I therefore reiterate the opinion, that with- 
in three years from the completion of your Road, it will 
yield an annual nett revenue of thirty-five thousand dollars, 
or about 21 per cent. per annum on the capital invested. 
In conclusion 1 would remark, that so generally have the 
calculations of the Excavations and Embankments been 
made, and the most unfavorable suppositions made for un- 
foreseen contingencies, where any uncertainty existed of 
the character of the earth below the surface, that I am 
confident the estimate is fully ample to the accomplishment 
of the work.

AN ACT 

To amend an Act, approved 9th January, 1836, entitled an 

Act do incorporate the Gainsville- and Narkeeta Rail Road 

Company. 
- Secr. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of Alabamain General Assembly con- 
pened, That so much of the third section of the above re 
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-cited act, as requires the stockholders in said company tc 
meet on the first Monday in May, 1836, and which requires 
the annual election of directors forsaid company to be hel 
on the first Monday in May, be, and the same is hereby ré- 
pealed. And that it shall be the duty of the commissioners 
named in the second section of the above recited act, or 
any four or more of them as-soon as may be, after the pas- 
sage of this ‘act, to cause a general meeting of the stock- 
holders in said company for the purpose of organizing said 
rail road company, according to the meaning and intent of 
the third section of said act as now amended. 

Secr, 2. dnd be it further enacted, That the jury of se- 
yen disinterested freeholders, directed by the 8th section 
of the above recited act, shall be summoned if practicable, 
from among those who may reside within the vicinity of the. 
road; provided, however, that the lawful holders of certifi- 
cates of location, or of final payment, issued by any agent 
of the United States, shall be considered freeholders for 
this purpose. ' 

Secr. 3, And be it further enacted, That the second pro- 
viso contained in the fourteenth section of the above reci- 
ted act, shall not be so construed as to disable said rail 
road. company from receiving a grant of banking powers 
from the State of Mississippi, to be exercised exclusively 
within the limits of that State; provided, that no branch of 
any Bank that may be established by the State of Missis- 
sippi in connection with, or for the purpose of facilitating 
and completing the construction of said rail road, or of 
conducting or aiding in carrying on the business thereof, 
nor any agency of sueh Bank shall be established directly 
or indirectly, within the limits of this State. 

Secr. 4. And be it further enacled, That said rail road 
company be, and they are hereby authorized, to construct 
a branch rail road from some suitable point on the line of 
rail road betwéen Gainsville and Narkeeta, to the Mis- 
sissippi State line in the direction of the town of Macon, 
in the State of Mississippi, with powers and privileges for 
this purpose, equal to those conferréd upon said company, 
for the construction of the rail road from Gainsville to 
said State line in the direction of Narkeeta. 

Sect. 5. And be it further enacted, That for the purpose 
of constructing said branch rail road, the said company be, 
and they are hereby authorized, to increase their capital, 
in the same mode by which it was formed under the above 
recited act, to any sum not exceeding seven hundred thou- . 
:sand dollars, instead-of three hundred thousand dollars, as 
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allowed by the above recited act; provided however, that 
nothing in this act shall be so construed as to prohibit the | 
General Assembly, at this or any other subsequent session, 
from granting a charter for a rail road, to run from Fair- 
field ia Pickens county, to the Mississippi line, in the di- 
rection of Macon, in Mississippi, and that they shall com- 
mence said branch rail road within two, and complete it 
within eight years, from the passage of this act, or forfeit 
the powers and privileges granted to them respecting the 
same. :

. Encouraged by the liberal policy manifested by your acts 
previous to adiournment, chartering some fifteen millions 
of banking capital, our citizens fondiy anticipated a large 
increase, instead of a curtailment in their discounts: and 
to this circumstance, in some degree, may be attributed 
their over trading and present embarrassment. It has been 
objected to the Banks that they have unnecessarily curtail- 
ed their discounts, but such an idea is strained and unnatu- 
ral. The danger lies in the other extreme. As the profits 
are made upon the amount in circulation, it would he idle 
to ascribe its suppression to their voluntary action. It 
must therefore be sought for in something of a different 
character, and the financier will have little difficulty in tra- 
cing it to the compulsory process of the Treasury Circular. 

The unexpected call for specie payments in the land ofi- 
ces, has produced a shock inthe money market, very sensi- 
bly felt; end if the system is persisted in, must become ex- 
cessively oppressive to our citizens. 

That an accession to the metallic circulating currency. 
would give. greater solidity to that of paper, may be ad- 
mitted, but itis equally certain that such a measure should 
be very gradual in its operations, and taken with great 
precaution, in order to avoid the ill effects resulting from a 
general derangement. ] 

No well founded reason itis believed existed, either of 
policy, of justice, or of equity, requiring this act of Exe- 
cutive interposition: nor couid the time hare been worse 
chosen for this community. |The trade of thd country for 
years has been adjusting itself, as well as the value of pro- 
perty, tothe mixed currency in circulation, based perhaps 
upon an undue proportion of paper. But the effects of 
this addition to the curreucy by^the issue of paper money, 
has been to lessen the valumef the circulating medium, 
compared with that of property for which ij is exchanged, 
and to widen the facilities of borrowing—tending directly 
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‘to enlarge the general prosperity of the State by a rapid 
increase of population and wealth. The immediate ad- 
‘vantage to the laborer is experienced in his increased wa- 
ges—to the settler in the aid afforded him in the purchase’ 
of a home for himself and family; and to the community 
generally, by the impulse given to business. The Banks 
were supposed to be perfectly solvent; no loss had been 
sustained or apprehended: and it was fairly to be inferred 
that they had in their coffers a value fully equivalent to 
the amount of their notes in circulation, either in specie or 
securities bearing interest; and this confidence in their abi- 
lity will be sustained, and a large addition made to the cir- 
culating medium, so long as their issues possess the credit 
to circulate as specie; by reducing the amount of coin that 
must otherwise necessarily remain locked and inoperative 
in their vaults, yielding neither interestto the stockholders, 
nor benefit to the community. A season of prosperity be- 
gets mutual confidence—the Banks grant accommodations 
freely, and long loans are made, by which the planter is re- 
lieved and benefitted. But any measure suddenly inter- 
rupting such a state of things by checking the circulation 
of their issues, occasions an immediate refiux of their notes; 
and the Banks are constrained, in providing for their re- 
demption, to curtail their discounts, by which a large 
amountis withdrawn from circulation, and to confine their 
operations to bills of exchange on New Orleans or else- 
where, at short notice, to be converted into specie. "This 
produces a pressure that becomes onerous, and one that 
falls with peculiar force at this time on a large portion of 
this community—all those who have incurred debís, and 
have money io borrow or pay. The odious feature that 
‘discriminates between the actual-settler and the non-resi- 
dent, encroaches on the broad principle of equal rights 
and privileges, so clearly recognized and guaranteed—the 
poor emigrant in search of a home among us, should re- 
-ceive all the facilities extended to the citizen. Under the 
impression that the objects contemplated by the President 
are not likely to be attained by this Treasury Circular, I 
suggest the propriety of such an expression as you may 
think proper, with a view fo its recision. 

Under the existing.state of things, your attention will 
be called to some remedial measure. The establishment of 
a Union Bank to supply fhe actual or supposed deficit of 
banking capital, and for ie relief of the general embar- 
rassment under the premiè of the times, I am aware is 
greatly reliedgypon. But as it would be difficult io impose 
a restraint eifer upon the Banks or individuals, as to ths- 
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application of the loans they may grant or receive, to the 
exclusion. of further speculation; 1 am apprehensive that 
ihe general and extended relief expected by many will not 
be realized. The prudent may avail themselves of the in- 
creased facilities in borrowing, to aid them in the discharge 
of their debts, while it may only invite others to enter into 
inore extensive schemes of speculation. But the situation 
of a large portion of your constituents, seems to require 
gome relief; and the resources of the State, so far as you 
inay deem prudent and safe, should be put in requisition to 
sustain them. : 
| In the organization of such an institution, involving so 
deeply the interest and credit of the State, your attention 
will very properly be directed to a close scrutiny of the pro- _ 
visions of its charter; and in throwing around it the most | 
guarded restrictions for the greater safety of the State. — — 
3 A mortgage on real estate for the payment of stock sub- 
&cribed for by individuals, affords the best security: and for 
the payment and redemption of the interest and loan, no- 
thing perhaps can be so safely relied upon as a well regula- 
'ted sinking fund. I would therefore recommend that the 
‘bonds of the State to be sold, should bear an interest of at 
least six per cent.; and-that the premium arising from the 
‘sales should be applied exclusively to that purpose, with 
such addition as may be deemed necessary. It is believed 
‘that bank stock will bear a tax as well, if not better, than 
zmost other property upon which it ís levied: and I am at a 
iloss Tp; conceive of any good reason why it should be ex- 
zempt as contemplated by the propased charter. Grants of 
exclusive privileges to indjgjduals or corporate companias, 
;separate from the great unity, infringe upon equal 
jrights. The principle is foreign, and was one among the 
"strong objections urged against the location of a Branch of 
‘ithe United States Bank within our limits: and it would be 
i: strangely inconsistent now, to. incorporate into our State 
i institutions this offensive provision. The State being 
* bound for the whole amount, may well I think become a 
:stockholder for a third, pr at least a fourth of the capital, 
i with a full share if not ffe preponderance in the Directory. 
The prospect of effecting a sale of the bonds to advantage 
iin the Northern market is rather discouraging, and it may 
be well that an agent be appointed by your body, to nego 
tiate a sale in Europe. The prohibitory clause in the 
constitution, will necessarily suspend your action forthe ap- 
proval of the Legislature in January next; but your agent 
iin the mean time may open a correspondence, and arrange 
the preliminaries, so that a sale may be effected and the 
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‘capital procured with but little-delay, after the charter shall

; In fixing the amount of capital that may be necessary 
ifor the present, to supply the reasonable wants of the coun-

In consequence of the absence of Captain Grant from the 
State, I could not procure the accounts and vouchers in time 
io forward them, as agreed upon, to Lieutenant Cross, at 
New Orleans, to be by him submitted to the War Depart- 
ment; and, as the responsibilities incurred by individuals 
for advances made, may become rather oppressive before 
the money can be obtained from the General Government, I 
submit the propriety of an appropriation on the part of this 
State for their reimbursment: and that the claim upon the 
General Government, accompanied with the proper docu- 
ments, be forwarded to our delegation in Congress to be 
presented for payment. 
. "fhe accounts and vouchers will be handed to your com- 
mittee when called for, with any other documents touching 
the subject, in my possession, that may be desired. 
In compliance with the resolution authorizing the Execu- 
tive to procure one thousand stand of arms, P addressed a 
ietter to the Secretary of War, fcr the purpose of availing 
myself of the skill and experience of the oflicers of the 
Ordrance Department, in contracting for the fabrication 
and inspection of three hundred rifles and seven hundred 
muskets, and received in reply a letter from G. Bomford, 
colonel of ordnance, in which he states, that in conformity 
with the request contained in my letter, Major Henry K. 
Craig, the officer commanding the United States Arsenal at 
Watertown, Massachusetts, had been directed to contract in 
the name, and for account of the State of Mississippi, for the 
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larms and accoutrements alluded to,and to communicate with 
ine further in relation to them. 

|! Laccordingly received a letter from Major Craig, inform- 
ing me that he had been instructed to contract for the 
fabrication of the arms and accoutrements; but, as I had 
mot given a description of the rifles, he had to request that 
sl would inform him whether it was my wish, that the rifles . 
iknown as ** Hall's," should be furnished—remarking, that 
"they were the only rifles at present fabricated for the use 
of the United States. Presuming that they were of the 
;best quailty, and of course corresponding with those in the 
"service of the United States, I directed that the order be 
‘filled with three hundred of “ Hall’s” rifles, and seven 
' hundred muskets; since which, I have received no further 
` information, but suppose the fabrication is in progress. 

As no appropriation was made before your adjournment, 
to meet the payment of the cost, and charges upon these 
, arms, I must ask your attention to that subject: 

! I have also received a communication from Colonel Bom- 
- ford, dated Ordnance Office, August 29th, 1836, in which he 
; says, * with a view of enabling this department to anticipate 
" the demands that may be made on it for arms and accontre- 
: ments due up to the Ist of December, 1836, under the law 
| of Congress, approved April the 23d, 1808, you are request- 
; ed to indicate to this office, with as little delay as practicable, 
: what particular kind of small arms, accoutrements, or field 
«artillery will probably be required, in order that proper 
‘measures may be taken for the procurement of the same.” 
;i In reply, I have required that the quota due the State, 
may be paid in muskets with their proper accoutrements. 
^. The balance due the State up to the 31st of December, 
. 1835, as per account, is one hundred and thirty-four muskets, 
and twelve-thirteenths. ‘The probable receipt of the arms 
contracted for, together with the accession of those due and ` 
to fall due under the proper quota of the State, indicates the 
propriety of authorizing the Quarter-Master at this depot, to 
* provide a suitable room for their security and preservátion. 
until an arsenal shall be provided. ME 
' The difficulties already experienced growing out of the 
à defects of the Constitution, seem to have satisfied, and pre- 
“= pared the public mind for certain amendments, and warrant 
: the belief that propositions submited for that purpose will 
i be favorably received. 
i The clause prohibiting the introduction of slaves as mer- 
. chandise, particularly claims your interposition. The action 
; of the Legislature having been withheld, the provision re- 
: mained for a time wholly inoperative; but it has now 
5 . 
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“become a mooted question under this clause of the con- 
stitution, whether contracts for that description of property 
ican be enforced; and the plea. effects at least a delay of 
justice—opens a door to litigation—and is calculated to im- 
pair that confidence and security, that should exist in good 
faith under the protection of the laws, In earnestly point- 
ing your attention to the propriety and necessity of acting 
upon this clause, I shall not stop to speak of other provi- 
sions that will, no doubt, present themselves to your notice. 

The fact of a proposition to amend this clause, having 
been once submitted to a vote of the people, and not re- 
ceiving ihe majority required, seems to have created a 
distrust, that has operated to discourage further attempts, 
and the circumstance has been urged as an argument to 
prove, that the mode of amendment prescribed is wholly 
inefficient; bat, I trust, upon further trial, it may be found 
fully adequate to all the purposes intended. 

The experiment, I am persuaded, has not been fully and 
fairly made. In consequence of the failure of the Legis- 
latare to act upon this provision,'there exists no penalty to 
be enforced; and the restrictive and oppressive operations 
of such an act as was evidently contemplated by the fra- 
mers of the constitution, have no} been brought to bear 
directly upon our citizens. But the ill consequences now 
experienced, and here alluded to, I have little doubt will 
induce a decided vote for its amendment. If, however, 
such a vote should not be given, on this or any other propo- 
sition submitted for amendment, it must be taken as 
satisfactory evidence that the People are satisfied, and do 
nct desire the change. 

The provision prescribing the mode of amending the con- 
stitution, was considered as a redeeming qualification for 
many of its defects; and possesses this decided advantage 
over the old constitution: that attempts to modify may be 
freely indulged in, and if they fail, no injury results. It 
will scarcely be doubted, 1 think, that we should have been - 
spared at least some of the evils of which we now complain, 
if a similar provision had existed in the old constitution. 

I cannot too strongly recommend to your favorable con- 
sideration, the subject of educations nor can it receive from 
your action a support too strenuous. The means and re- 
sources of this State placed within your reach, and set 
apart for the promotion of this important object, are abun- 
dant and ample; and requires only a judicious application, 
to effect the purposes contemplated. -

‘is the moral intelligence of the great body of the people 
: which constitutes our strength, and upon which we are to 
ji rely as the only efficient security for the support and pre- 
1 servation of our happy inslitutions. 
» With this admission, and the strong incentives to action, 
; Iam satisfied the subject will receive from you the attention 
, and care it merits. 
4 The bonds or notes given for the seminary lands, and . 
' which amount to §277,000 are now all due; and the original 
i” sales, together with the interest that has accrued, now ex- 
ceeds $310,000, which, at ten per cent, the rate of interest 
i. they bear, will create an annual revenue of more than 
$20,000. 

With such an ample endowment, your immediate atten- 
tion should be directed to the establishment of a seminary 
of learning upon a large and liberal scale, in which both 
i sexes may receive a finished education. The annualie- 
: ceipts of the interest on this fund, with perhaps some little 
, aid drawn either from the principal or some other source, 
| would probably be sufficient £o construct the buildings, and 
* after their completion, the interest may enable the State to 
. defray all the expenses of such an institution. 

477 The time seems to have arrived when you may properly 

act upon this subject; and I would suggest that five or more 
. commissioners be appointed by your body, whose duty it 
i shall be to select a proper site: or the location may be made 
' by the Legislature at the present session, leaving the com- 
missioners to act and exercise a general supervisory control 
over the whole subject, under such directionsas you may give. 

I have received a communication from His Excellency, 
the Governor of Tennessee, relative to the boundary line 
between our respective States, which is herewith respect- 
; fully submitted, witha view of eliciting your action for the 
: amicable and satisfactory adjustment of that question. 

1 Doubts having arisen as to the proper boundary, a corres- 
pondence was opened some four or five yeurs since between 
£he Executives of the two States, which will be found in 
the office of the Secretary of State, and terminated in the 
> mppointment of commissioners to ascertain the true line—a 
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reference to which will explain more fully the situation in. 
which the matter now stands. 

The attendance of delegates from the counties created 
by the Legislature atits present session, elected by virtue of 
writs of election issued by the Boards of Police, as. members 
to the House of Representatives, presented the delicate and 
important question, whether, if their right of admission as 
members was acquiesced in by. both branches, it would not 
destroy the constitutional organization of your body, and as 
& consequence render the whole of your action null and void. 

The diversity of opinion that prevails as to the true con- 
struction of those clauses in the constitution, directing the 
Legislature to fix the number of members constituting the 
two Houses, and to apportion the whole number among the 
several counties, cities, towns, and senatorial districts enti- 
tied to representation, gave rise to the apprehension, that — 
your action so desirable on many measures presented for 
your deliberation, might unfortunately be postponed. 

The difficulties (at least so far as your body is concerned) 
seem now to be adjusted, by their admission; and however 
unpleasant may have been the task, your attention was 
chalienged to considerations of far greater moment, than 
such as regards merely personal and local feelings and in- 
terest—the support of the law and the constitution ,—con-. 
siderations that merged the immediate perplexing circum- 
stances, in the confusion and disastrous consequences that 
might possibly result from your legislation, should it be 


. Subsequently questioned before a co-ordinate department 
: of the government. 
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That the difference of opinion you may have entertained 
was founded in honest convictions, will not be questioned; 
and this fact, of itself, should soften.and prevent any asperi- 
ty of feeling, to which the discussion and decision may have 
given rise, from interrupting that harmony and free inter- 
change of sentiment, so essential to the proper discharge of 
your duties. l 

Our popular institutions and municipal regulations, look 
to the constituent body for tbeir support; and hence the 
propriety of full and equal representation in the Legisla- 
ture, with a view to a fair discussion and decision of ali 
measures in which they are immediately interested. But 


` inequalities in representation, to a greater or less extent, 


must unavoidably exist, from the rapid increase of popula- 
tion in some counties, between the periods fixing the ap- 
portionment, and the decrease in others. The genius of 
the government under which we live, instead .of seeking 
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to impose habits of rigid discipline and subordination, 
breathes a spirit of relaxation. Intbued with feelings of 
the most perfect contempt, for the arbitrary inequalities 
that prevail in monarchical governments, and elated with 
the flattering eulogies constanti bestowed upon liberty and 
independence, it is not surprising, that our citizens should 
be jealous of their privileges of representation, and that 
the'slightest appearance of withholding from any portion of 
the community, ever for a brief period, the enjoyment of 
that privilege, should be impatiently endured. 1 am far 
from opposing the right of representation wherever it ex- 
ists; and Lam persuaded every»member of your pody, will 
advocate and cheerfully accord this right at all times, and 
to the utmost limit, unless restrained by their paramount 
obligations to support the restrictions imposed by the con- 
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| Jt wasin view of all these difficulties, as well as from the 
«till higher obligations of a conviction that no vacancy had 
happened which authorized me to issue writs of election, 
for Representatives from the counties formed at your pre- 
sent ségpion, that I was alone induced to withhold the exer- 
eise of tha power. F can have no possible inducement to 
array myself against the rights or interests of that particu- 
lar section of country: on the contrary, every thing that 
may be supposed to influence me, is of a different. ten- 
dency. i K ) 
As the shortest practicable mode of bringing in a fell 
representation ín both branches of the Legislature at tire 
regular session in January next, I recommend the passage 
of a bill directing an enumeration to be made without de- 
lay: and that after disposing of the business that will claim 
your immediate attention, you adjourn to meet again at 
some suitable time, to receive the returns and pass an Ap- 
portionment Bill regulating the representation of all the 
counties in the State, in time for the elections to take place 
in November next. The adjournment is recommended 
with a view of giving time to take the census, under the 
impression that it gould not probably be effected early 
enough for your action without producing a very protracied 
sitting. | : 
With an anxious solicitude for the welfare and hap-

You wili perceive what is provided by the 13th section 
of it, in respect to the course of this Department and the 
several States in the Union, concerning all the money in 
the Treasury over five millions of dollars. 

The object of this communication is, to invite your official 
‘ attention to the subject of that section, so far as it is con- 
nected with the power and interests of the State over which 
you preside. The time and manner of acting in the mat- 
tei, belong of course to the consideration of yourself and 
the other proper State authorities; and this Depariment 
would entirely forbear from any suggestions in relation to 
them, except the expression of an earnest desire, arising 
from public considerations of convenience to the fiscal opc- 
ration of the Treasury, that whenever the final action of 
your State shall be had on the subject, the result may be 
communicated to this Department at as early a day as may 
be found practicable.

AN ACT 
TO REGULATE THE DEPOSITES OF THE PUBLIC MONEY. 


Beit enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of ti 
United Staies of America in Congress assembled, That it shall 
be the duty of the Secretary of the Treasury to select as soon 
as may be practicable, and employ as the depositories of the 
money of the United States, such of the banks incorpo- 
rated by the several States, by Congress for the District of 
Columbia, or. by the Legislative Councils of the respective .. 
Territories for those Territories, as may be fgcated at, ad- 
jacent or convenient to tlie points or places at which the 
revenues may be collected ór disbursed, and in those 
States, Territories or Districts in which there are no banks, 
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or in which no hank can be employed as a deposite bank, 
and within which the public collections or disbursements 
, require a depository, the said Secretary may make arrange- 
ments with a bank or banks, in some other State, Territory 
or Districts, to establish an agency or agencies, in the 
States, Territories or Districts so destitute of banks, as 
banks of deposite: and to receive through such agencies 
such deposites of the public money as may be directed to 
be made at the points designated, and to make such dis- 
bursements as the publie service may require at those 
points; the duties and liabilities of every bank thus estab- 
lishing any such agency, to be the same in respect to its 
agency as are the duties and liabilities of deposite banks 
generally, under the provisions of this act: Provided, That 
at least one such bank shall be selected in eath State and 
‘Territory, if any can be found in each State and Territory 
willing to be employed as depositories of the public money, 
upon the terms and conditions hereinafter prescribed, and 
continue to conform thereto; and that the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall not suffer to remain in any deposiie bank an 
amount of the public moneys more than equal to three- 
fourths of the amount of its capital stock actually paid 
‘in, for a longer time than may be necessary to enable him 
to make the transfers required /hy the twelfth section of 
this act; and that the banks so selected, shall be, in his 
opinion, safe depositories of the public money, and shall be 
willing to undertake to do and perform the several duties 
and services, and to conform to the several conuitions pre- 
scribed by this act. 
Sec. 9. dnd be it further enacted, That if, at any point 
or place at which the public revenue may be collected, 
there shall be no bank located, which, in the opinion of 
the Secretary of the Treasury is in a safe condition, or 
where all the banks at such point or place shall fail or re- 
fuse to be employed as depositories of the public money of - 
the United States, or to comply with the conditions pre- 
scribed by this act, or where such banks shall not have suf- 
ficient capital to become depositories of the whole amount 
of moneys collected at such point or place, he shall and 
may order and direct the public money collected at such 
point or place to be deposited in a bank or banks in the 
same State, or in some one or more of the adjacent States, 
upon the terms and conditions hereinafter prescribed: Pro- 
vided, That nothing in this act contained shall be so con- 
strued as to prevent Congress at any time from passing any - 
law for the removal of the public money from any of the 
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said banks, or from changing the terms of deposites, or to 
prevent the said banks at any time from declining any lon- 
ger to be the depositories of the public money upon pay- 
ing over, or tendering. to pay, the whole amount of public 
moneys on hand, according to the terms of its agreement 
with the said Secretary. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That no bank shall 
hereafter be selected and employed by the Secretary of 
the Treasury as a depository .of the public money, until 
such bank shall have first furnished to the said Secretary a 
statement of its condition and business, a list of its directors, 
the current price of its stock; and-also a copy of its charter; 
and likewise, such other information as may be necessary to 
enable him to-judge of the safety of its condition. 

Sec. 4. And b» it further enacted, That the said banks, 
before they shall be employed as the depositories of the 
public money, shall agree to receive the same upon the fol- 
lowing terms and conditions, viz: 

First. Each bank shall furnish io the Secretary of the 
Treasury, from time to time, as often as he may require, 
not exceeding once a week, statements setting forth iis 
condition and business, as prescribed in the foregoing sec- 
tion of this act, except that such statements need nof, un- 
less requested by said Secretary, contain a list of the direc- 
iors. or a copy of the charter. And thé said banks shall 
furnish to the Secretary of the ‘Treasury, and to the Trea- 
surer of the United States, a weekly statement of the con- 
dition of his accoant upon their books. And the Secretary 
of the Treasury shall have the right, by himself, or an 
agent appointed for thai purpose, to inspect such general 
accounts in the books of the bankas shall relate to the 
said statements: Provided, That this shall not be construed 
to imply a right of inspecting the account of any private 
individual or individuals with the bank. 

Secondly. To credit as specie all sums deposited therein 
to the credit of the Treasurer of the United States, and to 
pay all checks, warrants, or drafts, drawn on such deposites, 
in specie if required by the holder thereof. 

Thirdly. To give, whenever required by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, the necessary facilities for transierring the 
public funds from place to place, within the United States. 
and the Territories thereof, and for distributing the same 
in payment of the public creditors, without charging com- 
missions or claiming allowance on account of difference 
of exchange. ` 

Fourthly. To render to- the Government of the United 
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States all the duties and services heretofore required by 
law to be performed by the late Bank-of the United States 
and its several branches or offices. E 

Src. 5. And be it further enacted, That no bank shall be se- . 
lected or continued as a place of deposite of the public mo- 
ney which shall not redeem its notes and bills on demand in 
specie; nor shall any bank be selected or continued as 
aforesaid, which shall after the.fourth of July, in the year 
one thousand eight hundred and thirty-six, issue or pay out 
any note or bill of a less denomination than five dollars; 
nor shall the notes or bills of any bank be received in pay- 
ment of any debt due to the United States which shall, after 
the said fourth day of July,in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-six, issue any note or bill of a less de- ` 
nomination than five dollars. 

Sec. 6. And be tt further enacted, That the Secretary of 
the Treasury shall be, and he is hereby authorized, and it 
Shall be his duty whenever in his judgment the same shali 
be necessary or proper, to require of any bank so selected 
and employed as aforesaid, collateral or additional securities 
for the safe-keeping of public moneys deposited therein, and 
the faithfal performance of the duties required by this act. 

Sec. 7, And be it further enacted, That it shall be lawful 
for the Secretary of the Treasury, to enter into contracts in 
the name and for and on behalf of the United States, with 
th» said banks so selected or employed, whereby the said 
banks shallstipulate to do and perform the several duties 
and services prescribed by this act. 

Sec. 8. And be it further enacted, That no bank which 
shall-be selected or employed as the place of deposite of 
the public money, shall be discontinued as such depository, 
or the public money withdrawn therefrom, except for the 
causes hereinafter mentioned: that is to say, if; at any time, 
any one of said banks shall fail or refuse to perform any of 
said duties as prescribed by this act, and stipulated to be 
performed by its contract; or if any of said banks shall at 
any time refuse to pay its own notes in specie if demanded; 
or shall fail to keep in its vaults such an amount of specie 
as shalt be required by the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
shall be, in his opinion, necessary to render the said bank a 
safe depository of the public moneys, having due regard to 
the nature of the business transacted by the bank; in any 
and every such case it shall be the duty of the Secretary of 
the Treasury to discontinue any such bank as a depository, 
and withdraw from it thé public moneys which it may hold 
en deposite atthe time of such discontinuance, And ip 
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case of the discontinuance of any of said banks, it shall be 
the duty of the Secretary of the Treasury to report to Con- 
gress immediately, if in session, and if net in session, then at 
the commencement of its next session, the facts and reasons 
which have induced such discontinuance. And in case of the 
discontinuance of any of said banks as a place of deposite 
of the public money for any of the causes herein before 
provided, it shall be lawful for the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury io deposite the money thus withdrawn in some other 
banks of deposite already selected, or to select some other 
bank as a place-of deposite, upon the terms and conditions 
prescribed by this act. And in default of any bank to re- 
ceive such deposite, the money thus withdrawn shall be 
kept by the Treasurer of the United States, according to 
the laws now in force, and shall be subject to be disbursed 
according íolaw. | 

Suc. 9. And be it further enacted, That until the Secretary 
of the Treasury shall have selected and employed the said 
banks as places of deposite of the public money, in confor- 
mity to the provisions of this act, the several State and Dis- 
trict banks at present employed as depositories of the money 
of the United States, shall continue to be the depositories 
aforesaid upon the terms and conditions upon which they 
have been so employed. 

Suc. 10. And be it further enacted, That it shall be the 
duty of the Secretary of the Treasury to lay before Con- 
gress, at the commencement ofeach annual session, a state- 
ment of the number and names of the banks employed as 
depositories of the public money, and of their condition, 
and the amount of public money deposited in cach, as shown 
oy their returns at the Treasury, and if the selection of any 
bank as a depository of the public money be made by the 
Secretary of the Treasury while Congress is in session, he 
shall immediately report the name and condition of such 
bank to Congress; and if any such selection shall be made 
during the recess of Congress, he shall report the same to 
Congress during the first weck of its next session. 

Sec. li. And be it further enacted, "That whenever the 
amount of public deposites to the credit of the Treasurer of 
the United States in any bank shall, for a whole quarter of 
a year, exceed the one-fourth part of the amount of the 
ca pital stock of such bank actually paid in, the banks shall 
all ow and pay to the Ünited States, for the use of the excess 
of the deposites over the one-fourth part of its capital, an 
in terest at the rate of two per centum per annum, to be 
salculated, for each quarter, upon the average excesses of 
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the quarter: and it shall be ihe duty of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, at the close of each quarter, to cause the 
amounts on deposite in each deposite bank for the quarter, 
to be examined and ascertained, and to see that all sums of 
interest accruing under the provisions of this section, are, 
by the banks respectively, passed to the credit of the Trea- 
surer of the United States in his accounts with the respec- 
tive Banks. 

Sec. 12. And be it further enacted, That all warrants or 
orders for the purpose of transferring the public funds from 
the banks in which they now are, or may hereafter be de- 
posited, to other banks, whether of deposite or not, for the 
purpose of accommodating the banks to which the transfer 
may be made, or to sustain their credit, or for any other 
purpose whatever, except it be to facilitate the public dis- 
bursements, and to comply with the .provisions of this act, 
be, and the same are hereby, prohibited and declared to be | 
illegal ; and in eases where transfers shall be required for 
purposes of equalization under the provisions of this act, in 
consequence of too great an accumulation of deposites in 
any bank, such transfers shall be made to the nearest de- 
posite banks which are considered safe and secure, and 
which can receive the moneys to be transferred under the 
limitations in this act imposed: Provided, That it may be 
lawful for the President of the United States to direct trans- 
fers of public money to be made from time to time to the 
mint and branch mints of the United States, for supplying 
metal for coining. ; 

Src. 13. And be it further enacted, That the money which 
shall be in the Treasury of the United States, on the first 
day of January, 1837, reserving the sum of five millions of 
dollars, shall be deposited with such of the several States, 
in proportion to theirrespective representation in theSenate 
and House of Representatives of the United States, as shail, 
by law, authorize their Treasurers, or the competent au- 
thorities, to receive the same on the terms hereinafter 
specified; and the Secretary of the Treasury shall deliver 
the same to such Treasurer, or other competent authorities, 
on receiving certificates of deposite therefor, signed by such 
competent authorities, in such form as may be prescribed 
by the Secretary aforesaid ; which certificatesshall express 
the usual and legal obligations, and pledge the faith of the 
State, for the safe keeping and repayment thereof, and shall 
pledge the faith of the States receiving the same, to pay 
the said moneys and every part thereof, from time to time, 
whenever the same shall be required, by the Secretary of 
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the Treasury, for the purpose of defraying any wants of the 
public Treasury, beyond the amount of the five millions 
aforesaid: Provided, That if any State declines to receive 
its proportion 9f the surplus aforesaid, on the terms before 
named, the same shall be deposited with the other States, 
agreeing to accept the same on deposite, in the proportion 
aforesaid: And provided further, ‘That when said money, 
or any part thereof, shall be wanted by the said Secretary, 
to meet the appropriations made by law, the same shall be 
called for, in rateable proportioris within one year,as nearly 
as conveniently may be, from the different States with whicb 
the same is deposited, and shall not be called for in sums 
exceeding ten thousand dollars, from any one State, in any 
one month, without previous notice of thirty days, for every 
additional sum of twenty thousand dollars, which may at 
any time be required. 

Sec. ld. Jnd be it further enacted, That the said deposites 
shall be made with the said States, in the following pro- 
portions, and at the following times, viz: one quarter part 


on the first day of January, eighteen hundred and thirty- | 


seven, or as soon thereafter as may be ; one quarter part on 
the first day of April, one quarter part on the first day of 
July, and one quarter part on the first day of October, ali 
in tbe same year. 

Sec. 15. And be it further enacted, "That to enable the 
Secretary of the Treasury to carry into effect the provisions 
of this act,he be authorized to appoint three additional 
clerks for his Department, the one at a salary of one thous- 
and six hundred dollars per annum, and the remaining two’ 
at a salary of one thousand dollars each per annum, and to: 
pay the said clerks quarter yearly, out of any money in the

‘which they stand to this House, to present their views in a 
counter report This is a duty from which they would wil- 
‘tingly have refrained, did not a sense of the duty they owe 
_4o this House, and the still more imperative one imposed 
upon them by the constitution, impel them to this course. 
They will here take occasion to say, that towards the indi- 
‘viduals claiming seats, and towards that particular section 
of the State from which they come, they certainly have no 
unkind feelings; on the contrary, they entertain for those 
gentlemen, the highest respect, _ 
. The subject submitted for the consideration of the com- 
mittee, naturally divides itself into two distinct proposi- 
' tions; first, as the right of these counties io a representa- 
tion in the present, tession of ‘the Legislature; and second- 
ly, as to the constitutionality of the mode in which that 
right has been asserted. : 

And first, in relation to their right of representation, the 
undersigned believe, that if they have any right at all, that 
right is derived from the constitution, and that apart from 
that instrament, there exists no right that can be exercised 
under it. When men enter into a state of society, and 
form a compact or constitution, by common consent, and: 
agree that thak compact shall be binding, until dissolved by 
mutual consenty they yield up a portion, at least, of their 

- natural rights, and consent, that for the good of the whole, 
they will be bound by the will of the whole, as agreed up- 
‘on and expressed in that compact, and all rights which they 
agree thus to exercise, collectively, can be exercised in no 
ether. way, until that x Ace is anulled, either by force 
or common ‘consent. In thig manner the eople of Missis- 
sippi, in convention assembled, agreed; 

' good and security, to formea conatituijey, which guae 
to them a representativesgoverpmetMf delings ti 
‘to representation, the qualifications ofWhq oati vE, 
anddikewise the mode of election for such Represegiffitve. 
"Fo say, therefore, that any partef the people of this State 
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have a natural right to representation, apart frem the right 
which that instrument guarantees to them, is to say that 
the constitution is not binding upon them, and to say that 
one portion of the people can, whenever it suits their con- 
venience, dispense with its provisions, without the consent 
of the other, principles which, if acquiesced in, must lead 
to anarchy and revolution, and the destruction of all repre- 
sentative government. 

To determine whether these counties have a constitu- 
tional right to a separate representation in the present ses- 
sion of the Laggelature, it is only necessary. to examine the 
constitution itself. If from such examination the right is’ 
found to exist, guaranteed by that instrument, it should not 
be withheld; but if, as the undersigned believe, tke consti- 
tution does not confer the right, however much they may 
regret it, they must come, unhesitatingly, to the conclusion, 
that those counties are not entitled to a separate represen- 
tation in the present Legislature. We profess to live under 
‘a constitution which is the supreme law of the land—and 
one of the first acts of a member of this House, is to swear 
to support ii, however obnoxious. With its provisions he . 
has nothing to.do. He must take that instrument as it is— 

... his oath requires him to do so. § The 9th section of the 3d 
" article of the constitution provides, that the Legislature 
' shall, at their first session, and at periods of not less than 
, four, nor more than every six years, until the year 1845, 
and thereafter at periods of not less than four, nor more 
than every cight years, cause an enumeration to be made 
of ali the free white inhabitants of this State; and the 
whole number of representativos shall, at the several peri- 
ods of making such enumeration, be fixed. by the Legisla- 
ture, and apportioned among the several counties, cifies or 
: towns, entitled to separate representation, g@ecording to the 
‘number of free white inhabitants in each, and shall not be 
less than 36, nor more than 100; Provided however, That 
each county shall always be entitled to one #epresentative. 
| The latter part of this section is relied upon, principally 
to support the claim of thoae counties to separate repre- 
sentation. Your committee believe that the plain and off- 
vious meaning of ghis part ofagh¢ section does not support 
becigim. The peaniggf the whole section, so far as 
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he number of free white inhabitants in each; Provided 
however, That no county, at the time of making an enume- 
jration, shall, on account of the sparseness of its popula- 
tion, bé unrepresented in the Legislature. If it were not 
for this provision in the constitution, some counties now 
į represented in this body would not be entitled to a mem- 
ber. ! ; i 
By the apportionment law of 1833, which is the last that 
has been passed, the ratio of representation is fixed at the 
rate of one representative for every sixteen hundred free 


white inhabitants The counties of Jackson, Hancock and ' 


Jones, and perhaps other counties, do not each contain 
sixteen hundred free white inhabitants; but under the 
above proviso, and by virtue of that alone, they are each 
entitled to one representative. If it be true, as contended 
for, that the latter clause in the 9th section of the 3d arti- 
cle in the constitution, secures to each county one repre- 
sentative, as soon as it is erected into a county, can any 
reason be given why provision was not made for the sena- 
torial representation of such counties? Certainly if the 
constitution intended to provide for their separate repre- 
sentation in the one case, it would not have withheld it in 
the other; and yet it is not even contended that these 
counties have now any constitutional right to a representa- 
tion in the Senate. 

The undersigned assume the position, that at the meet- 
ing of this Legislature on the first Monday of January, 
1836, the whole Legislative power of the State was then 
represented. This power had been apportioned among 
the several counties previously created; each county was 
entitled, at the first meeting of this body, to a certain pro- 
‘portion of that power. No new enumeration of the free 
white inhabitants of the State has since heen made, and 
the question is now presented, whether one branch of this 
Legislature can increase its members, who do not pretend 
to claim their seats under any existing apportionment law? 

- The undersigned believe it cannot. 

The undersigned affirm that those counties are now, and 
were, on the first day of January, 1886, constitutionally 
represented in the present Legislature, to as full an extent 
as any other portion af the State. The people of that 
portion of the State were included in the last census, and 
in apportioning representatives among the several counties 


of the State, they were included in the contiguous counties. 


of which they then were a part, and had a number of rep- 
rescniatives assigned id them, founded on the hasis of free 
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white population, in the rates of one to every sixteen hun- 
dred; and if the population of that portion of ‘the State 
had remained stationary, the representation would stilt 
stand in proportion to one to every sixteen hundred inhabi- 
tants, the ratio then adopted. The question now arises, 
[whether the mere division of that territory into counties, 
į can entitle them to a greater share of the representative 
power of the State than that assigned them by the law of 
| apportionment, and whether such a-division varies the rela- 
| tion in which a representative stands to his constituents? 
"other interesting constitutional question likewise arises 
here, whether a new representation can be created, the 
term of which is, by its nature, of aless duration than two 
years. "The constitution of the State recognizes a general 
election for members of the Legislature, which byi the 6th 
and 99th sections of the 3d article of the constitution, is 
fixed on the first Monday and day following, in November, 
1833, and biennially thereafter. The 5th sectioh óf the 
same article declares “the members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives shall be chosen by the qualified electors, and 
shall be chosen to serve for the term of two years from the 
day of the commencement of the general election, and no 
longer.” This is a provision which, in the opinion of the 
undersigned, when attentively examined, throws much light 
on the subject, and elucidates what was the intention of 
the framers of the constituiion; and when taken in consid- 
eration with the proviso to the 9th section, will shew that 
that proviso must have a reference to the time of making 
the enumeration and of fixing the whole number of repre- 
sentatives, and does not, as is contended by many, entitle 
every new county to a separate representation the moment 
of its creation; for by giving the proviso the former con- 
struction, it makes every part of the constitution harmon- 
ize with itself—but give it the latter construction, and you 
involve it in contradiction with itself. You must dissolve 
the relation between the representative and the constitu- 
tion—relations established by the constitution itself. You 
must admit, that under the constitulion, a member can be 
elected, or that a new representation can be created for a 
less term than two years, and can commence at a. different 
time from that of the day of the commencement of the 


general session, while the constitution requires both. You ` 


must admit too, that one constituency can have two repre- 
sentatives, and one representative be deprived of half his 
constituency. "The undersigned are aware, that owing to 


thé rapid increase of population, and the growiug and pros- 
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gerous condition of that portion of the State, that they will 
he entitled to a large additional representation, whenever 
a new enumeration shall be made, and the same may be 
said of other counties and cities in the State; and-it is per- 
haps to be regretted that the constitution does not contain 
some provision by which the Legislature could not mor 

_ speedily provide for such an emergency. When the con

| has been gravely contended that members of thé Legisla- 
ture are county officers, and that the Boards of county Po- 
ice were therefore authorized to fill such vacancies. The 
undersigned look upon this assumption of power, on the 
part of the county Police, as a daring and dangerous usur- 
pation of power, which if acquiesced in, will establish a 
precedent that will strike at the very foundation of our 
constitution, and of the liberties of the people of Missis- 
sissippi, ‘The constitution defines the powers of the county 
Police clearly and definitely, and gives to them powers 
which many deem too great, when confined to their legit- 
imate and constitutional sphere; and when ws see them 
boldly usurping and exercising powers, which the constitu- 
tion not only withholds from them, but has absolutely and 
unquestionably conferred upon others, it is time for every 
good citizen, who believes the constitution worth preser- 
ving, to raise his voice in its defence. Establish the pre- 
cedent once, who will say that it will not be exercised 
hereafter, not only in filling vacancies in the House, but in 
every department of Government. Admit the right now, 
and it will be claimed by them hereafter, and must lead to 
collision and confusion in the future administration of the 
Government. l 
Suppose a vacancy to happen in the Legislature in some 
county of the State, the Police Court being first apprized 
of the fact, issue their writ of election—a member is elect- 
ed and returned to the Legislatare—the Governor being 
likewise apprized of the fact, issue his writ of election, as 
by the constitution he is bound to do—a second election is 
held, and a second member is returned to fill the same va- 
cancy—the election of course would be a contested one— 
the House would then be called upon to decide between 
one election in accordance of the constitution, and one in 
accordance with this precedent, and would bo forced to - 
abolish either one or the other. 
The undersigned are aware that it is urged, that the pro- 
vision of the constitution, requiring the Governor to issue 
svrits of election to fill vacancies is mere form, and does 
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not constitute a partof the substance ef 4ye*Conptitatio, 
and may therefore be dispensed with, but tHéy confess ther 
want of capacity to comprehend this distinction—for if a 
particular part of the constitution, because it is formal, is 
not as binding as any other, and we may under our oaths 
dispense with any part of it which is merely directory and 
formal, then may we dispense with it by piece-meal, until 
there will be neither, substance nor shadow left.

Mn, Svtatna—The committee, to wlion: was referred so much of 
the Governor's message, as relates to the ‘Treasury Order, having 
bad ihe same under consideration, have instructed me to make 4 
REPORT thereon, which Í now beg leave to ptesent:— 

The committee being duly impressed with the importance of the 
subject, and fecling that the principles it involves, relate so directly 
to the interest, prosperity, and well being of the country generally, 
and consequently solicitous to present it in its trae light for your 
consideration, have been naturally led to an inquiry into the osten- 
sible reasons that influenced the issue of the said Circular, which 
appears to present & subject of a two-fold character; first, to pre- 
vent the too great a monopoly by speculators in the public domain; 
and secondly, to effectually regulate the currency of the country, 
by the substitution of an entire metalic for a paper circulating me- 
dium, which they will proceed to consider in their order. 

On the first part of the subject your committee would remark, 
that in their opinion, this measure, so far from having effected the 
yery laudable result desired, has bad a tendency in character dia- 
, metrically opposite; that instead of its affording a salutary shield of 
protection to that class of citizens who constitute the bone and 
sinew of the country, and in the hour of danger its bulwark of de- 
fence, in procuring for themselves and families a home, it has oniy 
opened 1o the capitalists a wider and richer field for speculation, 
and one giving them an opportunity of accumulating large quanti- 
ties of gold and silver at the several land offices—thus enabling 
them to control completely the Banks contiguous, and through them © 
the several land offices; and in this way have they beceme, toa great 
degree, able to direct the disposition of the public lands; and thus 
have the most oppressive extortions been practised with impunity 
upon the people, corapelling them to pay large premiums for specie, 
rather than lose their land. ^ In this way have the honest yeomanry 
of the country been taxed, to bloat. the insatiate avarice of wealthy, 
speculating capitalists, which the committee view, as being directly 
at war with the true policy and genius of our government; which 
should most certainly have for its object the attamment of the gen- 
eral good, to sustain the equality of rights, privileges and immu- 
nities of all its citizens, without partiality or affection; and, to im- 
pose as few restraints on the commercial intercourse of its citizens 
‘as possible; leaving them free to pursue that course, and seek those 
channels of communication, that their various, important and com-. 
plicated interests may suggest; which the experience and wisdom of 
ages have proven to be the tru& policy, and under which alone, a 
nation or people can be,traly great and happy, and which your com- 
mittee believe ni bees tl& grand and paramount beacon that has 
directed the policy of ^ government. 'To adopt a course of 
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policy restricting the capitalist, though eve? go laudable in its design. 
nes been clearly shown by experience, to result to the prejadice of 
those in limited circumstances, whilst any value is attached to money 
or capital; and, in proportion to the fewest number of restrictions 
imposed upon the freedom of commerce or trade, generally, will be 
ine increased dissemination of wealth. 

On the second part ef the subject, in relation fo the regulation 
of the currency of the country; by a substitution of specie i 
exclusion of the notes of responsible specie peying Banks. your 
committee regard, as a doctrine peculiarly applicable in its charac- 
ter and influence is the Spartan ngo—to a country circumscribed 
in its tesritory, limited in its wealth, barren in its resources, ond 
destitute of thé golden wings of a fiourishing commerce; to a peo- 
sic, entirely agcicaltural in their character, subsisting chiefly on the 
productions of their immediate labour, enjoying none of those cgm- 
farts and luxuries, so peculiarly afforded Ly a free urd mutus} ex- 
change of the commodities of different sections of country; but ina 
country like ours, which has emerged from infant obseurity on the 
wines of commerce, resting on the basis of a well regulated eredi 
system, to flourishing manhood, whose commerce whitens every sea, 
waiting our valuable products to distent climes, such a scheme is 
not only visionary in ifs character, bet directly prejudicial to the 
best interests of tae country: 

"The credit system has been the charm under whose generous in- 
fimence lns been produced the great and unpernlicled prosperity. 
that pervades every portion of our happy country, from one ex- 
iere to tho ether. Oar noble ancestors, whe so patriotically de- 
fended their rigas against the arbitrary assumptions of power, were 
poor nd dostinte of money, but which ther readily supplied by 
the confidence they reposed in each other. This eredi produced 
capial. which, With a continued spirit of confidence, preduced ap 
inereace of sopicl fully commensurate with the inceretse of popule- 
ton. Throrgh the infuence of this active, eficient auxiliary, the 
dense, rich rnd extensive forests, the obscure asylum of wild beaste, 
or where the rough wigmam of ihe savage was to be seen, hare 
been converted ine cultivaied fields, vielding a rich remuneration 
to the hand of industsy. Weelth bes rapidly increased, intel gence 
hus been dissemincted, the arts and sciences encouraged, until we 
have become 2 grent and prosperous nation. How very different 
would hate been the condition of our own rich end prosperous 
State, nad we been deprived of the important facilities of banking 
capital We hed an extensive, rich end fertile soil, in Ms primitive 
state, the resources of wineca we bave been enabled fully to develop. 
through the interposition of this kind productive agency; end 
wealth cud prosperity have crowned our efforts with gladdened 
smiles. itis credit that bas placed the poor honest farmer and 
mechanic on en equality with the purse-proud capitalist, when they 
would have otherwise remained in ebseure poverty 

To the credit system are we indebted for the piifection to which 
eur commercial] intercourse hes attained, which has so materiall 
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ameliorated onr condition, and elevated us so far above the condi- 
tion of many other nations. Under a long season of mutual confi- 
dence, every class of our citizens have improved their condition— 
having in great abundance the natural elements of production, 
which, through a system of wise policy, have been re-produced into 
the practicable and important essentials of life. For instance, with 
the aid of this auxiliary, the planter has been enabléd to increase 
his productions, and the mechanic his manufactures; and thus the 
necessaries of life have been increased, and placed within the reach 
of every class of citizens. These facts are familiar to every man of 
observation. - - 

In the opinion of the committee, tke issuing of this order has 
operated much to the prejudice of this prosperous state of things. 
For many years of general confidence and prosperity a number of 
Banks had been increased, which discounted liberally to meet the 
public necessity; with this necessary expansion of facilities so indis- 
ponsible to the extended commerce and general prosperity of the 
country; consequently much paper had been thrown into circula- 
tion, extending trade even beyond the bounds of prudence, which 
would from the nature of things, soon have found a correc tive, and, 
again resumed its just equilibrium. But-in this hour of golden. 
prosperity, the order came, and with its blighting infiuence every 
interest received a paralysing shock; a great demand arose for specie; 
runs were made; the Banks became alarmed, and began immediately 
to consult their safety, and further issues were suspended. Their 
loans were called in, and every effort made to husband their resou:- 
ees, to meet the crisis. This alarm of the Banks created a want of 
confidence; money became scarce and hard to procure. Those in 
debt were unable to pay, unless at @ great sacrifice ; distress and 
embarrassment were the result ; like stopping the healthy circula- 
tion of an important wheel in a complicatéd machine, the opera- 
tion ef the whole system was deranged. The popular currency of 
a country, so completely interwoven and identified with its commer- 
cial existence, as ours, should be touched like female character, with. 
the most delicate propriety, aided by the shining lamp of financial 
skill, which the committee are constrained to say, in their opinion, 
has not been the case in the issuing of this order. But on the con- 
trary, from a want of sufficient knowledge in financial operations, 
much injury has resulted to the country in consequence. 

in conclusion, the committee would remark, that they are fully 
convinced after a close examination of the subject, that the great 
mterests of the country generally call for an immediate repeal of 
the said ‘Treasury Order; aud would therefore most respectfully 
present the following resolutions +

Gesrizves: In my report ofthe 5th insta, which I had the 
honor to present to your honorable body in relation to the* 
the revenue of the State, I conceived it my duty, as one of 
your fiscal agents, to recommend the investment of the por- 
fion of the surplus revenue, which this State will he enti- 


. tled to receive, in accordance with the distribution law, 


assed at the last session of Congress, in stock of the Plan- 
ers’ Bank of the State of Mississippi; conceiving that this 
surplus revenue never will be needed by the General Goy- 
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ernment, and that the period is. not far disiant when it wil! 
be given to the States, I would respectfully present. to 
your honorable body other and more extensive views, which 
have been presented to my mind, in relation to the subject 
since I made my last. report. I would suggest then, first, 
that the fund as proposed in my report, be invested in stock, 
which the charter of the Planter's Bank cannot prevent; 
-and that the stock should be sold in a foreign market, which 
will give to the State à nett premium of at least one hun- 
dred and twenty-five thousand dollars. "That this premium, 
together with the surplus fund, be placed in the Planters’ 
Bank, or some other bank, which the Legislatüre may think 
proper to select, and constitute the sinking fund, for the 
surplus revenue of the State of Mississippi, to be loaned 
under the direction of three commissioners, at the rate of 
ten per cent per annum, until the year 1870, the period at 
which the charter of the Planters’ Bank will expire, and 
used for the purpose of sustaining a general system of inter- 
nal improvement, the benefit arising from which, will be 
enjoyed by all parts of the State. 1 would secondly res- 
pectfully suggest to your honorable body, that commission- 
ers be appointed to negotiate a loan in some of the northern 
States, or in Europe, of two million of dollars redeemable 
in the year 1870, the period of the expiration of the char- 
ter of the Planters’ Bank; with the, amount of this loan, 
(the interest on which, the surplus sinking fund, will be 
able annually to pay, and increase in a ratio which will en- 
able it to meet promptly, in the year 1870, ihe amount 
borrowed by the State;) I would respectfully recommend 
the purchase of one thousand able bodied negro men, to be 
employed under the superintendence of commissioners, in 
clearing out the various rivers, the navigation of which is 
now difficult and dangerous, and in making turnpike roads 
with piles throughout the State. ^ 
Fiom experiments, which have long since been made, 
and are now making, there is no doubt of the practicability 
of making roads with wood alone, which will be more du- 
rable than those made with any other materiale. The ex- 
periment recently made in the city of New York, in pav-- 
ing a part of the principal street of that city with wood, 
shuws its superiority to rock. The cities of Amsterdam 
and St. Petersburg, are principally built upon piles. The 
soil and climate of this State are peculiarly adapted to the 
making of pile roads; the soil is not as in most other coun- 
tries, mixed with rock, which is calculated to obstruct the 
introduction of piles in the ground. The mildness of the 
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climate will prevent the damage incidental in more northern | 
latitudes, from ihe severity of the winters. We have tim- 
ber, in abundance, in all parts of the State, for the con- 
straction of pile roads. I would recommend the constrac- 
tion of roads from Fort Adams, Natchez, Rodney, Grand 
Gulf, Vicksburg, and such other points as may be most 
eligible from Vicksburg to the "Tennessee line, running from 
these poinis to the interior of the State; and, if possible, 
communicating with others, commencing at suitable points 
on that portion of the Gul? of Mexico, which touches our 
border, and commencing at.such points on the Alabama 
line, as would ensure us the navigation of the Tombigbee 
river, to all that portion of the State which borders on the 
Alabama line. ‘Fhe Siate of Alabama woutd, without . 
doubt, grant to the State of Alississippi the privilege of 
running her roads to the river, or make them with her own 
resources, thus rendering mutual benefits to the citizens of 
both States. I would,also, recommend the construction cf 
a road [rom the northern io the southern part of the State, 
to commence ai sich points as you in your wisdom may de- 
signale, thus seenring to the ecllizens of al parts of the 
Static, the advantages of transportation and communication. 
There caansi,] presume, be the slightest difference of 
opinion as io the great advantage which would result to the 
people of the State, in the establishment of such a system 
of internal improvement. Of the practicability of making . 
ihe roads afier the manner poinied oal, I do not entertain a 
Goubt. We hare advantages in point cf climnie, material, 

anü slave labor. ío be used in their construction, which is 
possessed by but few States in the Union; no peculiar skill 
is neccessary in their construction, the road from the first 
hundred vards that is made can be used, thus rendering no 
part of the labor employed useless. it will be the proper- 
ix of the Stale; no heavy tolls need be exacted, only sufi- 

ient to feed and cloth the hands employed, and keep in 

repair the roads. What is more important, the whole will 

be made without raising a dollar from-the people of the 
State by taxation. By the year 1870,the work will be 

completed, and will only need a general superintendence, 

aad suliasle repairs, to make it'perpetual. Every planter 

can, for a small toll/conver his cotton to, and his provisions 
. from market, with his own wagon and team; and in con- 

nextion with the various rail roads now chartered, and’ 
which will no doubt be completed; would give us advanta- 
ges of transportation and communication enjoyed by no 

other State in the Union. It will also assist in developing 
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the great resources of the State, and bring large bodies of 
tich land into cultivation, that must otherwise remain idle 
for the want of good roads to transport their product to 
market. U 

In addition to the portion of the surplus revenue allotted 
to the State of Mississippi, the bonds of the State to be 
pledged for the Union Bank, in the event it should be char- 
tered, and the amount to be borrowed for the purchase of 

_ the one thousand able bodied negro men will bring a large 
surplus by way of bonus, and may be added to the sinking ` 
m to meet the payment in 1870, of the contemplated 

oan. 

So important to the State do I consider this system of in- 
ternal improvement, and so propitious the time for its com- 
mencement, I conceive that all of the resources of the State 
should be concentrated towards its accomplishment. I 
would further suggest the propriety of making bridges over 
most of the streams where they are required, in the State, 

‘on the same principles, introducing piles into the banks and 
bed of the streams, leaving only space sufficient for. the pas- 
sage of the water; over which, by proper support, a wooden 
bridge could be thrown with small expense. 

Upon a similar plan is the bridge across the Potomac 
river at Washington city, constructed with this difference, 

that instead of piles, wooden pens filled with rock, have been 
used. This bridge is, I presume, the cheapest ever erected 
in the United States, and would fully have mef the views of 
its projectors, but for the heavy mass of ice collected during 
ihe last winter. From this cause we need anticipate no 
danger in our mild climate. Draw bridges have been 
made in the Potomac bridge sufficiently large for the pas- 
sage of the largest vessels; similar draw bridges for the 
passage of steamboats could be constructed across the Pearl, 
Big Black, Tombigbee, Yazoo, Tallahatchie, and Yalo- 
busha rivers, without obstructing the navigation of those 
streams. In constructing a road with piles, it should be 
‘made so as to leave but a.small interstice between the 
various pieces of timber; those interstices should be filled 
with pitch and sand, which would make them impervious 
to-water, thus preserving the.timber, and greatly increasing 
the durability of the road. If, in the repairs that may be 
necessary, each piece of timber that may be introduced 
info the place of one decayed, should be chared, the roads 
would, in the course of time, be composed of materials 


' protected by this process from decay. The effect of char- 


ing in the preservation of timber, is too well known to 
Pi 
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need illustration. But I would suggest a fact, the authority | 
of which is placed beyond doubt, by unquestioned public 
documents, that the timbers which passed accidentally 
ihrough this process during the great fire in London, in 
1649, have not exhibited the slightest symptoms of decay 
after the elapse of near two centuries. The process of 
charing is one of so easy accomplishment, that it has alrea- 
dy been extensively resorted to in the construction of rail- 
ways in Great Britain, and might, I think, with propriety 
be adopied in the original preparation of the piles to be 
used in the construction of the roads herein contemplated 
to be established.

ferred so much of the Governors message as relates io the 
confusion and disastrous consequences that might possibly 
result from the proceedings of this Legislature, should the 
constitutionality of the same be subsequently questioned 
by a co-ordinate department of the Government, have given 
to it that attention demanded by the magnitude of the ques- 
tion involved—the novelty of its character, and ,the high 
and responsible source of its emanation. Your committee 
cannot be insensible that the co-ordinate department to 
which the Governor has relation, can be none other than 
that of the Judiciary, and have instructed me to. report, | 
that however alarming this depariment may be in other 
governments; that however much its magnificent authority 
may enchain the action of the law-making power in other 
& 
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countries, that in this, our own beloved republic, to the influ- 
ence of such alarm, we are strangers, and that the brillian- 
xy and energy of all such authority, is rendered dim and 
nerveless by the grandeur of the principle in our constitu- 
iion, which teaches us that liberty finds her security alone 
in the separate and distinct action of a judicial, execu- 
tive and legislative majesty. 1 am also instructed further 
to report, that each department must assume for itself the 
responsibility of its own action; that each should guard with 
_a Q@alous and watchful eye all seeming encroachments by 
the other; that the designating boundaries between them 
should be as marked and as sacred as was the Rubicon of* 
of old; and when that boundary looses its restraining influ- 
ence upon one, a war of perpetuity and extermination 
waged by the others, should meet him on the confines, and 
erase every foot-step of the bold invader. I am also fur- 
ther authorized to report that the majority of your commit- 
tee advocate and acknowledge the doctrine to be true, that 
of the inftactions of the organic law of this commonwealth, 
each department must judge for itself unaided, uninstruct- 
ed, untrammelled by the other—that if one looks upon the 
constitution as assailed by the other—he should, with the 
voice of a freeman proclaim it from his own watch-tower, 
and with the invincible spirit of a patriot, rash boldly and 
fearlessly to its rescue. The novelty, too, of the message, 
has attracted the amazement and reflection of your com- 
mittee; and* 1 am instructed to report that they are igno- 
rant of any rule in the. theory, or any practice in the ad- 
ministration of government, that will authorize or sanction 
the executive depariment therein co-operating with a body 
unconstitutionally assuming to itself the power of legislation, 
and at the same time depending upon the judicial depart- 
ment to restrain that body in the exercise of its unconstitu- 
tional power, Your committee have also looked into the 
consequences from that part of the message to which their 
attention has been particularly directed, and with feelings 
of deep regret, impose upon me, as their organ, the pain- 
ful task of declaring to this house, that in their opinion, 
the principle therein is calculated to break down the safe, 
wise, and clearly developed marks existing between the re- 
spective duties and powers of the separate bodies of magis- 
tracy; to throw all these into one promiscuous and.confused 
‘heap of action, the result of which must be a confliction of 
power, and produce a crimination and recrimination by the co- 
ordinate branches of our happy and well balanced republic, 
prompted, perhaps, by a vigilant jealousy of the encroach- 
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ment of power, and a laudable but a feverish and misguid- 
ed zeal for the correction of wrongs; and the consequen-— 
ces which must follow this state of things, as necessary as 
the shadow follows the substance, is that man would loose 
confidence in his brother—our sister states would look apon 
us with distrust—chaolic darkness would hide the splendor , 
of our free and briiliant institutions—the tree of internal” 
improvement that is just beginning to take root and bloom” 
in all the vigor of youth, and io furnish with its green broad 
foliage, a shade for the Mississippian, under which hebaz 
repose in security and prosperity, like the tender lilly of tne 
garden, at the approach of winter, will hang iis drooping 
héad, become pale, withered, dejected, dead. “Your com- 
mittee have come to the conclusion, that the wise framers of 
our constitution could have intended no such result; that 
its letter and its spirit point to another, a higher, and a 
more orderly state of things. Your committhe are also 
aware, that the consequences referred io in the message, 
are that the judiciary may hereafter declare all acts nul! 
and void emanating from the action of the legislative branch 
of the government; but the soundness of the argument, 
leading to the strange conclusion, rests in darkness to yeur 
committee. Second artiele, Ist section, we find this lan- 
guage insubsiance, “that the powers of government should 
be divided into three separate and distinct departments,” 
&c. Those which are legislative, to one—those which are 
judicial, to another, &c. Section 2.—* No person or coller- 
tion of persons being of one of these departments shall ex- 
ercise any power properly belonginmio either of the others, 
except in the instances herein after expressly directed or 
permitted." Ifa distinct idea can be conveyed, thd Legis- 
lature can exercise no judicial power except in the instan- 
ces expressly permitted by the constitution. ‘Your ¢ommil- 
tee have, therefore, arrived ‘at the conciasion, that unless 
an appeal can be taken irom ihe decision of the Legisla- 
ture, or unless there be some tribunal from which a writ of 
error can emanate, or unless the allegation of fraud can be 
brought home, and established upon the journals of this 
Mouse in the passage of laws, they must, nntil suspended or 
repealed by the proper authority, remain as final and per- 
manent as ihe laws of the * Medes and Persians.”
